tered ihc service.

The demand for farm hands is light, as is always the cas 


at this lime of the year. Most of the regular farm workers ar 
employed for only about eight months, and there is lilt! 
chance for raw hands-lo secure places with fanners during the 
winter season. 


And yet there is outdoor work of certain kinds lo be done ir 


\ cold weather, and many men who showed a disposition lo take 


what they coilid gel have been sent to the woods in Maine 
Vermont and-this sinlc. And for those rugged enough for this 
sort of work these wood jobs are not such a bad o lie ring, as 
the pay ranges from $55 lo £65 a monlh and "found/1 
The 


ice hnrvcsl will soon be in full blast unless there is an unfav- 
orable change in the weather, and this makes work for about 
all Ihe men who want work while it lasts. 


Without doubt many discharged men will be able lo return 


to their former places, but apparently Ibis is nol going to be 
so general as has been talked* When the men went away a 
great deal was said about holding their places for them, but 
the fact lhal so many of them are now seeking employment 
shows that this has nol betin done in all cases, And Ihe situa- 
tion is not (lidicult lo understand. Their places had tn be 
filled and-many ;of those who look them arc men with fami- 
lies. 
Where these liilve proved competent and f a i t h f u l it is 


nol easy for the employers (o turn them adrift al the opening 
of winter. Another thing is thai business is nol so rushing as 
it was before the close of Ihe war, and there are many places 
in the country where discharged soldiers and sailors are not 
the only men who are out of work. 


Oil Ihe whole, the condition is exactly what was lo have 


been expected. With sonic slackening of business ami llious 
;mds of men thrown on the labor market al the beginning of 
winter, il cannot be Expected thai there will be steady work 
and big wages for all. 


Employers nnd employment agencies will do their best lo 


aid the men reluming from the service in finding something 
io do, and the men will have lo cio the best they can until re- 
adjustment is further advanced. There is no reason lo doubt 
that the situation will be straightened out in a.comparalively 
short lime and thai with the opening of spring there will be 
.work in abundance for all who want it.
